There are more people broke and 
hungry in San Diego than there were just 
one year ago. For’ some,° Catholic 
Community Services or the Catholic 
Worker movement are an emergency 
source of a food package or a hot lunch. 


But there is a limit to what either can 
do with limited resources and a growing 
demand. The problem has ‘been 
compounded for the Catholic Workers, 
because the reception their soup kitchen 
has received from people in their new 
neighborhood. has. been less than 
enthusiastic. 


FIVE TIMES a week a line starts to 
grow in front of the old Salvation Army 
building on the southeast corner of Eighth 
and J in downtown San Diego. There the 


Catholic Workers provide more than 300° 


lunches on a busy weekday, up by at least 
one-third in the past year. 


They have been at several locations in 
the past two years, and recently moved 
into the ground-floor quarters rented for 
them — at a cost of $300 a month — by 
Msgr. Joseph Topping of the St. Vincent 
de Paul Center. (St: Vincent de Paul is in 
the process of acquiring a site for meals 
and temporary housing which will be 
staffed by the Catholic Workers and other 
volunteers.) Using food donated by stores

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Abortion amendment in ’82? 
The future remains clouded

WASHINGTON (NC) — The Senate 
Judiciary Committee’s approval of the 
Hatch amendment on abortion March 10 
was praised by some pro-life groups as a 
milestone in the campaign to protect 
unborn human life. 

But other pro-life groups which oppose 
the amendment said the 10-7 committee 
vote showed that the Hatch measure does 
not have the votes needed’ to pass the 
Senate. 


GROUPS FAVORING abortion, 
meanwhile, decried the committee vote as 
another right-wing attempt to curtail civil 
liberties. 


The Hatch amendment, introduced 
last September by Sen. Orrin Hatch 
(R-Utah), would remove the ‘‘right’’ to 
abortion and would allow Congress and 
the states to pass new abortion 
restrictions. It has split the pro-life 
movement, with some groups regarding 
the proposal as a compromise of pro-life 
principles. ; 


The National Conference- of Catholic 


Bishops called the committee’s decision to 
send the amendment to the floor of the 
Senate for debate ‘‘an auspicious event 
for the cause of the unborn.”’ 


“THIS MARKS the first time a 
constitutional amendment to protect 
unborn human life has reached this stage 
in the congressional process,’’ said Father 
Daniel F. Hoye, NCCB general 
secretary. ‘‘Especially encouraging for its 
future prospects is the bipartisan support 
it now enjoys.”’ 

The U.S. bishops last November broke 
precedent and endorsed the Hatch 
amendment. Previously the bishops had 
declined to endorse specific amendment 
wordings. 


Also viewing the vote as historic was 
the president of the National Right to Life 
Committee, Dr. John-C. Willke. ‘‘This 
victory will spur our members on to 
redouble their efforts in this Congress and 
the upcoming election campaigns,”’ 
Willke said. 


BUT JOHN P. Mackey, special’ 


counsel for the Ad Hoc Committee in 
Defense of Life, one, of several groups 
opposed to the Hatch measure, said the 
committee vote only proved that the 
amendment is ‘‘doomed to failure.’’ 


Pro-life supporters of Hatch have 


argued that, since the amendment merely 
returns the issue to Congress and the 
states, Hatch’s measure could gain the 
support of ‘‘moderates’’ who might be 
opposed to a broader abortion ban. 


Mackey maintained however that the 
Hatch amendment picked up no support 
from. committee moderates. He pointed 
specifically to Sen. Robert C. Byrd 
(D-W.Va.), Senate minority leader, who 
cast one of the seven ‘‘no’’ votes on the 
amendment. 


‘“THOSE ARE the kind of people that 
(Hatch amendment supporters) promised 
would vote for the amendment,’’ said 
Mackey. 


Pro-life opponents of the Hatch 
amendment prefer legislation introduced 
by Sen. Jesse Helms (R-N.C.) which, 
while not a constitutional amendment, 
would define life as beginning at 
conception. 


Despite the vote in favor of the 
amendment, some committee members 
said they had serious reservations about . 
its current wording. Two, Sen. Alan K. 
Simpson (R-Wyo) and Sen. Strom 
Thurmond (R-S.C.), said they would 
prefer a ‘‘states’ rights’? amendment on 
abortion instead of the joint federal-state

MISSION PLANNED — Mother Teresa’s 
Missionaries of Charity will open a mission this summer 
in Eastern Kentucky among the Appalachian poor, said 
Bishop William Hughes of Covington. At least four nuns 
will make up the mission and carry on Mother Teresa’s 
work of caring for ‘‘the poorest of the poor.”’ 


PRIEST MURDERED — Police arrested two young 
men who confessed to the murder of Father Stanislaw 
Maciag, 71, in southeastern Poland Mar. 9. Reuters 
news service in Warsaw said it was the first murder of a 
priest in Poland in recent years. 

CAN’T SUE — A federal judge in Wilmington, Del., 
has ruled that Father Bernard Pagano, falsely accused, 
tried and later absolved of being the ‘‘Gentleman Bandit”’ 
who committed a series of robberies, can’t sue the state 
for false arrest. The court said that both the state and a 
U.S. magistrate are legally immune from a a8 million 
lawsuit brought by the priest. 


DECISION REVERSED — Archbishop Peter Gerety 
of Newark has reversed an earlier decision not to allow 
Father James Pindar to work as an aide to Gov. Thomas 
Kean of New Jersey. The priest ‘‘will continue to serve 
our people on a part-time basis,’’ said the archdiocese, 
refusing further comment. 


ADD ONE MORE? — The Catholic Physicians’ 
Guild of Chicago has petitioned Pope John Paul II to 
declare the feast of the Annunciation, Mar. 25, nine 
months before Christmas, a holy day of obligation in 
order to reaffirm that human life begins at conception. 


- BILL OPPOSED — Pro-life groups are opposing a 
bill to allow in vitro fertilization (outside the womb) 
programs in Massachusetts. Opponents have argued that, 
among other things, discarding fertilized ova amounts to 
“‘eugenic abortion.”’ 


THREE JEERS — Anglican Archbishop Robert 
Runcie of Canterbury called the concept of ‘‘divérse local 
churches’’ the ‘‘key’’ to Christian reunion in a talk Mar. 
11. Earlier in the day he was forced to abandon a service 
in Liverpool by a jeering crowd of Protestants angered 
over plans to have Pope John Paul II preaching in the 
city’s Anglican cathedral during his May visit to England. 


ELECTED — Gloria Pitt of Kinston, N.C., has been 
elected chairman of the U.S. bishops’ Campaign for 
Human Development (CHD) national committee for 
1982. Other officers are Michael Raff of Jackson, Miss., 
first vice-chairman, and Sister Cathy Gorman of Apopka, 
Fla., second vice-chairman. » 


BISHOPS PROTEST — Bishop Jean Vilnet, 
president of the French Bishops’ Conference, has 
criticized an announcement by that country’s Socialist 
government that beginning in September the cost of 
hospital abortions will be 70 percent reimbursable. ‘‘It is 
paradoxical that our society continues on one hand efforts 
to defeat pre-birth illness, making the frontiers of death 
recede, and decides at the same time to consider the 
interruption of pregnancy as a nearly normal medical 
intervention,” he said. 


Primate asks Walesa’s release 


WARSAW, Poland (NC) — The primate of Poland, 
Archbishop Jozef Glemp of Warsaw and Gniezno, called 
March 14 for the release of Lech Walesa. 


Walesa, head of the independent labor union, 
Solidarity, has been under house arrest since the imposi- 
tion of martial law in Poland Dec. 13. 


SPEAKING AT an open-air Mass in Ursus, an 
industrial suburb of Warsaw and a stronghold of 
Solidarity, Archbishop Glemp said that the release of 
Walesa “‘would threaten no one’’ and would constitute 
‘an element in favor of that social covenant of which 
there is such a.need.”’ 


The 20,000 people present for the Mass in St. Joseph 
the Worker parish made up what Archbishop Glemp 
called the largest public assembly in Poland since the 
military takeover and the suspension of many civil 
liberties last December. 

“In the past few days,’’ said the archbishop, 
“numerous persons have been freed from places of 
internment. We nourish the hope that they will be 
followed by still others, until the time when such places 
will be empty.”’ 

THE PREVIOUS week the government said that it 
was still holding under internment 3,601 of the more than 


6,000 people, most of them Solidarity activists, whom it 


had interned since martial law was imposed. 


Walesa is not in one of the 25 internment camps, but is 
being held under house arrest in an apartment in 
Warsaw. 


On March 15 Walesa’s wife, Danuta, expressed 
confidence that her husband would be released in time for 
the planned baptism of their daughter, Maria Victoria, 
on March 21. Maria Victoria was born Jan. 27, and her 
father had not yet seen her because of his detention. 
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NEW BISHOP — Bishop Manuel D. Moreno, the 
first Hispanic bishop of Tucson, was installed Mar. 11 as 
the fifth ordinary of the city in a traditional, but festive 
two-and-a-half-hour ceremony, which included Indian 
dancers, a Mariachi band and a 260-voice choir. Bishop 


Moreno, 51, was an auxiliary bishop in Los Angeles 


before Pope John Paul II named him to his new post. 


CONDITIONS ‘SUBHUMAN’ — Five southern 
Mexican bishops who visited camps of refugees who fled 
the violence in neighboring Guatemala called camp living 
conditions subhuman. The bishops spoke of the terror 
prevailing in northern Guatemala for the past five years, 
in which armed civilians and military personnel kill 
villagers on charges they have harbored guerrillas. Homes 
and crops are destroyed in a scorched-earth policy which 
the U.S. State Department said is resulting in 100 peasant 
deaths a month; 120,000 refugees have fled to Mexico. 


BIASED? — Father Thomas P. Duffy, vicar general of 
the Charleston, S.C., diocese, asked Secretary of State 
Alexander Haig to cancel a planned St. Patrick’s Day 
speech to the Hibernian Society because the group 
excludes blacks. Father Duffy’s action was defended by 
Bishop Ernest Unterkoefler. 


ABANDON IRA — A priest who has frequently 


criticized British actions in Northern Ireland called upon 


Catholics to abandon the outlawed Irish Republican 
Army. Father Dennis Faul made the appeal at the funeral 
of 24-year-old Seamus Morgan, an alleged IRA member 
murdered by his colleagues for betraying them under 
interrogation at the Gough barracks in Armagh, 
Northern Ireland. 


NAMED — Carmelite Father Vicente Osvaldo Lopez, 
39, formerly vicar for Hispanics in the Diocese of Tuscon, 
Ariz., has been named associate director of the Secretariat 


for Hispanic Affairs of the NCCB. 


DISCLOSURE ORDERED — The names of 
physicians who perform government-funded abortions in 
Kansas must be disclosed by the state welfare agency, the 
Kansas Supreme Court ruled unanimously. The court 
said the state’s open records law is meant ‘‘to subject to 
public vision and scrutiny all of those records which the 
law requires public officials to keep,’’ and rejected 
arguments of confidentiality.

New code: A ‘shift in emphasis’

SAN DIEGO — The role of the laity within the 
Church as envisioned by the Second Vatican Council will 
be both recognized and enhanced under the new code of 
canon law, but there will also be a corresponding 
obligation to take seriously the responsiblity to witness the 
Gospel that comes with baptism. 


That was the message delivered by Father Edward G. 
Pfnausch to the 1982 Western regional méeting of the 
Canon Law Society last week, which was hosted by 
Fathers Michael Gallagher and John Proctor of the San 
Diego diocesan tribunal. 


The current code of canon law, which dates from 1918, 
has been in revision for more than 20 years, noted Father 
Pfnausch, and work was delayed by Pope John XXIII 
and started again by Pope Paul VI so that the pastoral 
vision of the Vatican Council would be reflected. 


THE NEW CODE will most likely be promulgated by 
Pope John Paul II sometime between Pentecost and 
Advent, said Father Pfnausch, defender of the bond in the 
archdiocesan tribunal of Hartford, Conn., and CLS 
president. ; 


Both tribunal and chancery face a ‘‘challenge’’ in 
implementing the new code, said Father Pfnausch. ‘‘How 
does the revised code enhance Christian life and 
contribute to the mission of the Church?’’ he asked. 


The revisions in the code, he said, ‘‘shift the emphasis 
from institution and hierarchy to communion, with its 
foundation in the sacraments of initiation’’ The code still 
expresses doctrine and liturgy, said Father Pfnausch, but 
there is a greater emphasis on the ‘‘social and 
administrative structures of the community and the 
relationship between person and action.’’ 


. . THERE ARE several areas of radical departure from 
the 1918 code, said Father Pfnausch, among them the 
expansion of decision making and participation by the 
laity, the emphasis on ecumenism, a ‘‘new realism’? in 
business management in the Church, and the 
‘‘fundamental equality of all Christians.’’ 


By placing a much greater emphasis on the role of the 
laity in the Church, said Father Pfnausch, the revised 
code “‘links Christian mission with baptism and 

~ challenges them to exercise the responsibility God has 
given the Church in the world. The laity are to participate 
in the apostolate, to bring the spirit of the Gospel into the 
world, a task in which the hierarchy has the leadership 
role.”’ 

There is a shift in emphasis to obligation and 
responsibility in which ‘‘the laity have a special obligation 
to the temporal order. The bishop is to moderate that 
activity, but all are called to witness and preach the 
Gospel, to catechize, to undertake missionary activity,”’ 
he added. 

‘““THE CHURCH provides a home for all of us to 
enter that wonderful world where God calls us as a people 
to himself,’’ said Father Pfnausch. ‘‘The draft is an 
affirmation of the role of all Christians to participate in 
the life of the Church and not be ‘seized’ by the clergy. It 
provides a chance to enhance all of our lives as 
Christians.’’ 


The 1980 draft of the revised code is already at the 
printers, said Father Pfnausch, and represents the final 
revision approved by the commission of bishops last 
October. It must still have the approval of Pope John Paul 
II in whom the Church’s legislative authority resides, but 
any changes at this point are expected to be minor and on 
the galley proofs, said Father Pfnausch. 


Charismatics hold first leaders’ retreat 


LA JOLLA — More than 200 leaders and coordinators 
of local prayer groups attended an all-day retreat Mar. 6 
at the Diocesan Charismatic Renewal Center, the first of 
what is hoped will be an annual event. 


“Renewing Our First Love’’ was the day’s theme, 
noted Jaime Garcia, director of the center, and the 
purpose of the gathering was to ‘‘renew our love for 
Christ and our responsibility as leaders in the renewal. It 
was a sort of revival...we all need a shot in the arm every 
so often.” 


WHILE THE English-speaking sessions were held at 
the Renewal Center itself, the Spanish-speaking 
leadership met across the street in Mary Star of the Sea 
Church with Father Jose Lopez, director of Hispanic 
charismatic renewal. Both groups gathered together for a 
potluck luncheon and a closing Mass. 


Presenting the program in English were Augustinian 
Father Jerome Bevilacqua, Franciscan Father Ralph 
Weishaar, and Van Holland of St. John of the Cross 
parish. There was a personal testimony from one lay 
person before each talk, and small discussion groups 
afterwards in which the participants shared what the 
message meant in their own lives, said Garcia. 


Since December, he reported, each priest of the diocese 
has been ‘‘adopted’’ by a prayer group affiliated with the 
Renewal Center, and is prayed for daily, both in English 
and Spanish, a project which will last one year. 


“THE LORD sort of brought it to mind,’ said 
Garcia. ‘‘The power of prayer is tremendous, and we 
wanted to do something for our priests.”’

‘New federalism’ could induce greed 


Whether or not President Reagan’s ‘‘new federalism’ 
ever becomes a reality, his proposal offers Americans an 
opportunity to take a deep look at themselves. 

There’s nothing inherently wrong or immoral with the 
President’s. efforts to dispense some of the federal 
government’s authority. Many persons have been 
victimized by insensitive federal policies or indifferent 
federal employees. Trying to pin down responsibility is 
often as frustrating as punching the proverbial bag of 
marshmallows. 

Converting the 50 states into semi-independent entities 
has political appeal. To some Catholics it may appear that 
the President is implementing the principle of subsidiarity. 
Enunciated initally by Pope Pius XI and reiterated by his 
successors, it teaches that those things that can be done best 
on an individual or local level should be protected from 
outside intervention. 

But subsidiarity doesn’t imply any endorsement of 
‘‘every person for him-herself.’’ It isn’t intended to elevate 
‘“Jaissez faire’’ to a sancrosanct status. It admits that 
government assistance is not only necessary but mandatory 
whenever human dignity and decency are threatened. 

While the President expresses confidence that the states 
would use their power prudently and for ee common good, 
experience suggests otherwise. 


As Dr. Claire Randall, general secretary of the National | 


Council of Churches observed, the ‘‘old federalism’’ 
evolved when it became obvious that ‘‘state and local 
governments lacked either the will or the ability to provide 
a minimum decent standard of living for all people.’’ 


Even the Chicago Tribune — hardly a bastion of radical 
economic philosophy — has doubts about making welfare 
primarily a state responsibility. 

‘‘Providing a floor beneath which as a society we will not 
allow people to fall is and ought to be a judgment made by 
the whole society, not one carved up by state boundaries,’’ 
it stated editorially. 


Matthew Ahmann, associate director for government 
relations at the National Conference of Catholic Charities, 
fears that without safeguards, states and municipalities 
might channel welfare and food stamp money into tennis 
courts and golf courses. 


Some of the rhetoric being directed the President’s way 
may be dismissed as political hype. But there remain 
serious reasons for wondering about the wisdom of his 
plan. 

At best, it could lead to a discrepancy in assistance 
between the ‘‘have’’ and ‘‘have not’’ states. At worst, it 
could produce an attitude of selfishness and greed in which 
the ‘‘haves’’ would turn their back on the ‘‘have nots.”’ 


Catholics should weigh carefully this new approach. 


Our ultimate judgment must be rooted in what the 
Gospels say — not in what federal officials discern as being 
“‘best.”’ 


As members of a universal Church, we cannot condone 
any administrative structure which looks upon ae only 
as tax liabilities or assets.

Pope 
Speaks 


‘Personal choice, particular grace’ 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John Paul II defended 
celibacy ‘‘for the sake of the kingdom of heaven’’ at his 
weekly general audience March 10. He emphasized, 
however, that the Church’s esteem for celibacy does not 
downgrade the value of marriage. 

At 11 a.m. the pontiff welcomed some 7,000 young 
people, mainly Italian students, to St. Peter’s Basilica. 
Less than an hour later, he moved a hundred yards 


- southward to speak to 7,500 other pilgrims from many 


countries who packed the Paul VI Audience Hall. 


To the enthusiastic crowd of students who had filled the 
basilica with songs as they awaited his arrival, the pope 
spoke in phrases simpler than the usual papal style. He said 
that the young people were for him ‘‘a warm and visible 
confirmation of the exuberant vitality of the Church 
today.”’ 

In his main general audience in the audience hall, the 
pope continued his discussion of the doctrine of the 
resurrection of the body and its relation to daily life, a topic 
which has been the focus of many of his general audience 
talks over the last several weeks. 


The pope spoke particularly of the promise of celibacy, 
which he called ‘‘a personal choice, a particular grace.’ 

For Christians, celibacy is chosen ‘‘for the sake of the 
kingdom of heaven’’ and anticipates and proclaims 
‘‘man’s sharing in the future resurrection... an escha- 
tological state in which people will no longer marry,’’ he 
said. | 

‘‘Eschatological’’ refers to the Christian view of the 
afterlife promised by Jesus. 

The pope added that in affirming celibacy the Church 
does not negate the values of marriage. ‘“This question of 
continence for the sake of the kingdom is not something in 
opposition to marriage, nor does it presuppose a negative 
judgment about marriage,’’ he said.

Kung and the Vatican 


The Sacred Congregation for the Doctrine of the Faith 
has questioned some of the teachings of Hans Kung ever 
since the Swiss-born theologian published his books The 
Church (1968) and Infallible? An Inquiry (1970). In 1975, the 
Congregation issued a warning and requested that Kung 
clarify his positions on such issues as papal infallibility and 
the valid consecration of the Eucharist. 


In 1979, because he had failed to comply with this 
request, the Congregation declared that Kung ‘‘...has 
departed from the integral truth of Catholic faith, and 
therefore he can no longer be considered a Catholic 
theologian nor function as such in a teaching'role.’’ 


In August 1980, Kung wrote to Pope John Paul II 
requesting an audience regarding his status. Now it 
appears that the Holy Father will grant Kung an audience, 
but on conditions recently made public ina letter from Ti 
papal secretary of state, Cardinal Casaroli. These 
conditions require Kung to provide some concrete sign that 
he is willing to reconsider. his public position on certalh 
doctrinal issues. 


Kung is evidently prepared to make some ‘‘public 
declaration’’ along these lines, though such a declaration 
would not mean “‘blind sabHiseion.’ > Kung hopes that he 
and a small group of theologians will be allowed to review 
his file (which has not been accessible to him in the past) 
and meet with members of the Sacred Congregation for the 
Doctrine of the Faith to clarify their theological problems. 


Because Kung is such an influential figure in academic 
theology, much could be gained if through effective 
communication he can clarify his controversial positions 
and be reinstated as a Catholic theologian.

Not to count the cost 


It was inevitable, of course, from the moment that 
she took advantage of the forum of the Nobel Peace 
Prize ceremonies to plead the cause of the threatened 
unborn, that Mother Teresa would come under 
attack from pro-abortionists. 

While she was seen to be ministering to the dying 
and destitute it was safe to applaud her from almost 
every section of society. The dying and the destitute 
are an embarrassment many ‘‘concerned’’ organiza- 
tions and pressure groups would be happy to 
relinquish to her. They did not affect any lives but 
their own. 


BUT ONCE SHE was seen as the champion of 
the unborn she joined the ranks of the enemy of all 
those liberated, modern, concerned pro-abortionists 
and pro-choicers. Now, judging by the spate of 
articles that have appeared in national magazines 
recently, it is open season on Mother Teresa. The 
press which conferred sainthood on her not so long 
ago, seems determined to strip her of it. 


It is to be expected. Her position as a worldwide 
figure, the depth of respect accorded her, must 
“present a serious threat to those her stand on 
abortion opposes. She has come a little too close to 
home. It is always the way. The hands that hailed 


Jesus on His entry into Jerusalem were probably the 
same that raised themselves as fists before Pilate. He 
-had said things that hit too close to home. 


There are always things that must be said — if we 
are to be true to our conscience and to our faith — 
and there are always enmities to face and sly, under- 
mining ridicule or denigrating innuendo to endure 
as a result. We know that because most of us play 
both sides of the game. 


SOMETIMES WE MAY BE the victim, 
sometimes the destroyer. If we are brave enough on 
occasion to stand on principle and plead an 
unpopular moral cause that does not necessarily 
preclude us from heaping coals of fire on the head of 
some stalwart unfortunate whose moral stand 
conflicts with something in our-own lifestyle. Most of 
us are like the curate’s egg — good in parts. Often 
truth can be as threatening to part of us as it is to real 
evil. 


So even as we deplore the start of this gradual 
erosion of the respect and honor due this dedicated 
little Christian woman, we might take the 
opportunity to look a little more closely at our own 
reactions in the face of goodness or excellence — or 
success in some area we personally covet. Rather 
than look at the nastiness in the world and decide

that one person can do nothing about it, we might 
look for hints of our own nastiness and decide to do 
something about that! 

It is not unusual for people to feel impotent and 
despairing in their efforts to live truly Christian lives 
when the principles on which those lives are based 
seem to be steadily eroded. We cannot change the 
world, that’s true. At least, not overnight. What we 
can do is make sure that nothing within ourselves is 
quietly and subtly contributing to the erosion. 


WE CANNOT AFFORD to risk doing to 
someone else what Mother Teresa’s critics would 
apparently like to do to her — just because we hold 


opposing points of view. We cannot if we are. 


Christian! And she, being one of the relatively few 
wholly Christian people alive, is probably praying as 
devotedly for her detractors as for her poor. Indeed, 
she would consider them equally. poverty-stricken. 


She knows, as we must learn, that in Christ’s 
service one cannot count the personal cost nor allow 
public pressure to dilute His teaching and its impli- 
cations today. But to be able to do that, we need to 
know ourselves better than we do and to watch and 
learn from our feelings and reactions. ; 


Ins and Outs

The Bible revolution has affected the Catholic 
Church. ‘‘Biblical revolution’’ means: greater use of 
scripture in preaching, in teaching, in theological 
meditation, as a devotional aid to prayer. 


But ‘‘the Bible’’ does not mean the same to all. 
Some hold fast to the fundamentalist approach: the 
Bible must be accepted literally; every word is 
inspired and cannot in any way be altered; this view 
is reflected by most radio and TV preachers. 
Another extreme view is the insight provided by the 
“historical, critical method.”’ This is provided by 
modern sciences, information from archaeology, 
studies of ancient languages and cultures, or 
discoveries from the Dead Sea scrolls. In this 
method, great diversity occurs;' the conclusions are 
not unanimously accepted by the variety of scholars. 


THE SCIENCE OF interpretation of the 
meaning of texts is called ‘‘hermeneutics.’’ This 
area has also greatly expanded. Here the develop- 
ment in the biblical revolution suffers from technical 
jargon, with ponderous discussions about the exact 
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Bible stories 


meaning of a Hebrew or Greek word. Sometimes 
this results in overspecialization, which can be bad 
science and allows the intrusion of novel, unverified 
trends. 

A fresh approach is provided in The Art of Biblical 
Narrative, by Robert Alter, a professor of Hebrew 
and comparative literature in California. It is 


refreshing in that Alter stays away from scientific. 


apparatus to discuss narrative, even if only in Jewish 
Old Testament. He wants us to see these books as 
great literature, or better still, story-telling by great 
word artists who create people of flesh and blood and 
retell their adventures with God’s plans and man’s 
will. These stories reveal much about our own 
selves. 


Story-telling? Up to the 50s, Catholic elementary 
schools had courses in ‘‘Bible History,’’ which were 
Bible stories. As a graduate of such courses, this 
writer remembers one detail: the story piously told 
from the Second Book of Kings (then it was 4 Kings) 
about the prophet, Elijah. \ 


THE TEACHER, with delight, retold the story 
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about Elijah, who encountered some small and nasty 
boys on his journey. These troublemakers came out 
of the city, jeered at him and called him ‘‘bald 
head.’’ For this, we were told, two bears came out of 
the woods and “‘tore 32 of the children to pieces.’ 
Then Sister gave us the moral of the story: don’t 
make fun of old people and their defects. 


Such courses may have been salutary and edifying 
but that’s not what Alter means by _ biblical 
narrative. He wants us to hear the story as the writer 
wrote it. He says, for example, the author who 
collected all the stories about David, which are based 
on firm historical facts with additions from folklore, 
was a true artist. In his words are painted great 
pictures of real humans. 


Are Bible stories taught nowadays? Or have the 
scripture characters occasionally become pegs on 
which to hang convenient labels? People, suggests 
Alter, especially in the Bible, are never pegs, never 
convenient labels. These human beings lived full 
lives. Their story is always our story.

power contained in the Hatch 
amendment. 


THURMOND, THE Judiciary 
Committee chairman, said he would offer 
an amendment on the Senate floor to 
make the Hatch measure a states’ rights 
proposal. 


Sen. Joseph R. Biden (D-Del.), one of 
only two committee Democrats to vote for 
the amendment, said he was supporting it 
simply to get it to the Senate floor for a 
full debate. 


The amendment, he said, would serve 
future law school classes as an example of 
poorly’ constructed legislation, adding 
that it was still unclear to him exactly 
what the amendment would accomplish. 


SEN. JOHN East (R-N.C.) said that 
he too had reservations about the Hatch 
amendment but urged its passage, saying 
no legislator can wait for the perfect 
proposal on any subject, including 
abortion. 


The debate, in a packed committee 
room with another crowd outside waiting 
to get in, lasted an hour before the roll call 
vote was taken. To become part of the 
Constitution, the amendment now needs 
two-thirds votes in both the Senate and 
House and ratification by three-fourths of 
the states. 


Hatch, who steered the amendment 
through several days of hearings in his 
Constitution subcommittee last fall, 
opened the debate by noting that nearly a 
decade had elapsed since the Supreme 
Court issued its initial decisions granting 
women an_ almost’ unlimited 
constitutional right to abortion. 


HE SAID HIS amendment could end 
the stalemate which surrounds the 


abortion issue by removing the debate 


from the pro- and anti-abortion extremes. 


The most outspoken opponent of the 
amendment was Sen. Max Baucus 
(D-Mont.), who said abortion is a 


‘thighly personal and emotionally difficult 


issue’’ which ought not to be addressed by 
Congress. 


Biden, in a lengthy speech lamenting 
that his views on abortion would satisfy 
neither hard core pro- nor anti-abortion 
positions, said despite his misgivings 
about the wording of the amendment it 
was important that the proposal go to the 
Senate floor. 


HE ALSO commented that as a 
Catholic he believed abortion was wrong, 
but said that since people of many 
religions have disagreed on the moral 
questions surrounding the issue he was 
hesitant to impose his views on others. 


But he added that the right to privacy, 
which women’s groups cite as their 
justification for abortion rights, also is not 
absolute. He said that women do not have 
the right to take thalidomide and give 
birth to deformed babies. 


Biden also lamented that a proposal to 
ban almost all abortions after the second 
month, which he said probably could be 
supported by 75 percent of the American 
public, would not get more than 10 votes 
in the Senate because of the opposition of 
both pro- and anti-abortion lobbyists. 


REACTING TO the committee vote, 
*_Nanette Falkenberg, executive director of 
the National Abortion Rights Action 
League, said the decision meant ‘‘Hatch 
and his right-wing cronies are one step 
closer to their goal of banning abortions’’ 
by returning the abortion debate to 
Congress and the state legislatures. 


Also objecting was Catholics for a Free 
Choice, an organization which opposes 
the Church’s teachings on abortion. The 
group’s executive director, Frances 
Kissling, maintained that most Catholics, 
like most of the general public, favor 
abortion rights. 


Voting against the amendment were 
Sen. Charles Mathias (R-Md.), Sen. 
Arlen Specter (R-Pa.), Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy (D-Mass.), Byrd, Sen. Howard 
Metzenbaum (D-Ohio), Sen. Patrick 
Leahy (D-Vt.) and Baucus.

departments, or the county, through a 


health inspection, to close the facility, and 


says he is not alone in this. 


NEITHER THE people who come to 
the CW soup kitchen or the neighborhood 
reaction surprise Julia Doughty, one of 30 
Catholic Workers involved with the 
project. 

‘‘We don’t give sermons. We believe in 
giving people dignity and taking care of 
their basic needs,’’ she said. ‘“These 
people have as much right to be on the 
street as anyone else. We need to have 
compassion; the street is their home. I get 
angry when I hear people say they have 
no right to be here.’’ 


People coming to the CW soup kitchen 
are jobless and almost all single, in sharp 
contrast to the increasing numbers of 
families, including single-parent ones, 
seeking help from emergency assistance at 
Catholic Community Services, said Holy 
Spirit Sister RayMonda DuVall, who 
heads the program. 


THERE HAS BEEN a steady increase 
of people out of work and even already on 
some form of public assistance who 
simply cannot make ends meet, said 
Sister RayMonda, who with a secretary 
and two intake workers provides basic 
food needs out of a cupboard stocked with 
staples; she also tries to find other means 
of help through referrals to other social or 
public service agencies. 


‘‘We don’t have a right to refuse food 
to anyone who say’s he’s hungry,’’ said 
Sister RayMonda. ‘‘I’m continually 
amazed at how docile and patient people 
are when it comes to waiting. They are 
powerless, but they are used to it.”’ 


Although CCS also provides vouchers 
for clothes and other needed items, food 
packages, including items which people 
can cook and prepare meals from rather 
than eat on the spot, are the bulk of the 


Reaching out - 


There is much in common between the diocese of 
San Diego and Equatorial’ Guinea. Both are on the 
west coast of a vast continent — we in America and 
they in Africa. Both are almost exactly 10,000 
square miles in extent, with two provinces or 
counties. We have about 350,000 Catholics in our 
diocese. They had 228,000 Catholics when the 
country became independent in 1964. And there the 
similarity ends. 

In the 1960s, Equatorial Guinea, newly indepen- 
dent from the Spanish colonizers, the smallest 
country in Africa, could boast that 84 percent of the 
population was Catholic, with 22 parishes and 500 
chapels to serve them. There were also 73 priests 
(23 indigenous, the others missionaries), 42 
brothers and 196 sisters. By contrast, San Diego 
diocese has 320 priests, 34 deacons, 514 sisters 
and 25 brothers to serve 350,000 Catholics. 

Education in Guinea was almost entirely in the 
hands of the Church through 50 schools. But terrible 
years of oppression followed independence and the 
virtual dictatorship which went with it. They were 
tragic years of persecution for the Church. The 
Claretian priests were told to leave and the Mission- 
ary Sisters of Mary Immaculate were also kicked out 
— both communities having served for more than a 
century in the country. In 1971 the two bishops 
were expelled and de-Christianization was rampant. 
By 1978 it had become so bad that Catholic worship 
was prohibited, the principal churches and insti- 
tutions vandalized and profaned. 
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Just like here — with a difference 
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Rev. Anthony Chylewski, Mission Office

assistance provided. Emergency needs are 
met, and repeat clients are screened much 
more closely when they come back. 


‘“*A YEAR AGO when a family was in 
need, you rarely ever saw the man, but 
what we see now is the husband or father 
coming in,”’ said Sister. ““The men are 
now seeing that it is not just the woman’s 
task to ask for help. I can’t explain how 
bad things are....”’ : 


Inflation has eroded buying power to 
the point where even people with jobs 
have had emergency needs just to pay 
basic bills, said Sister RayMonda. 
‘“People with paychecks come to us and 
say they can’t make it. We’re not seeing 
just the down-and-outers.”’ 


The CCS larder is stocked mostly by 
two or three parishes who contribute 
canned and dry goods on a regular basis, 
and by some monetary donations, and 
has made at least a temporary difference 
for a growing number of people, added 
Sister. 


‘““PEOPLE HAVE reached a level of 
desperation by coming here. They are 
embarrassed, but they are grateful. Some

Now, especially, is not the time to be 
poor, said Sister RayMonda. ‘‘Our own 
mayor favors more social cutbacks in 
favor of a military buildup. We don’t 
have many visible poor in San Diego, but 
they are caught up in a lifestyle and a 
human and social value system they can’t 
get out of.”’ 


WHAT WOULD happen if groups 
like the Catholic Worker or Catholic 


-Community Services did not provide 


what aid they do? 


“I can’t imagine us not doing it. You 
can’t live the Gospel and not do it,”’ said 
Sister RayNionda. ‘‘The public sector is 
not adequate. Those who are doing it are 
doing it out of a faith commitment.”’

But prayers were answered and things changed 
for the better. The dictatorship of first president 
Francis Macias ended with a coup in 1979. Under 
the new regime the Church has been restored to full 
liberty, the government has asked the Church’s help 
in reconstruction of the country and its essential 
services like education. Bishop Nze has been rein- 
stated. 

But the coup d’etat — or as some say, the 
“stroke of liberty’ — found things in a desperate 
state. There were only 22 native priests and a 
handful of native sisters available. Now the Clare- 
tians and the Missionaries of Mary Immaculate have 
returned and about 100 religious of other commu- 
nities are now restoring the educational and spir- 
itual care which once was the Church’s respon- 
sibility in Guinea. 


Equatorial Guinea is reckoned to be 90 percent 
Catholic, the highest proportionate Catholic popu- 
lation of any country on the enormous continent of 
Africa. This country, so tiny, yet the size of the San 
Diego diocese, was recently accorded its due place 
by the visit of Pope John Paul II as part of his west 
Africa visitation. His presence brought a much 
needed fillip to the feelings of the faithful there. 

From our comfort, our lack of oppression, our 
plenitude of priests and teachers, perhaps we can 
offer this developing and troubled African country 
— so Catholic, so important — our prayers and our 
Lenten sacrifices through the missions office.

Infallibility? An Inquiry was the provocative title of a 
provocative book written by Father Hans Kung in 1970. 
The Swiss theologian eventually lost his canonical mission 
to teach as a Catholic theologian after a protracted feud 
with the Vatican’s Congregation for the Doctrine of the 
Faith. 


Today the same title-question could apply to the latest 
report of the Anglican-Roman Catholic International 
Commission (ARCIC), a commission of Catholic and 
Anglican scholars officially appointed by their respective 
churches to investigate whether they can reconcile 
differences between the two. 


THE REPORT, titled Authority in the Church IT, has not 
been officially released, but is already in circulation. And 
some of its conclusions, at least from.the Catholic side, are 
likely to meet the same Vatican reception as some of 
Father Kung’s ideas on the papacy. 


ARCIC’s Final Report concludes 12 years of work by 
the commission, summarizes its findings and submits 
them to the parent bodies for their official response. The 
Final Report also includes previously published ARCIC 
statements on the Eucharist (1971), Ministry and 
Ordination (1973) and Authority in the Church I (1976), 
which also left something more to be desired from a strict 


Catholic viewpoint. 


Authority in the Church II specifically follows up on four 
questions related to papal primacy and authority which 
were left up in the air by the commission’s 1976 statement 
on authority. 


IN THE NEW statement, the theologians on both 
sides agreed that in a reunited church the pope, the bishop 
of Rome, should hold a special place of primacy and 
authority. 


They agreed that the Holy Spirit maintains the Church 
of God in the truth and that at times visible agents of 
teaching authority — notably universal councils and the 
bishop of Rome — are needed to speak with authority in 
the name of the whole church. 


But they also said that ‘‘neither general councils nor 
universal primates are invariably preserved from error 
even in official declarations.”’ 


SUCH JUDGMENTS ‘‘retain a lasting significance if 
they are safeguarding the substance of the faith,’’ the 
theologians said. 


The nub of their difficulty with papal infallibility lay in 
the Catholic belief that the pope is guaranteed to be free 
from fundamental error in judgment when, under very 
restricted conditions, he solemnly and formally declares 
and defines something to be a matter of faith. 


In a concise formulation of the problem, the 
theologians said, ‘‘In spite of our agreement over the need 
of a universal primacy in a united church, Anglicans do 
not accept the guaranteed possession of such a gift of 
divine assistance in judgment necessarily attached to the 
office of the bishop of Rome by virtue of which his formal 
decisions can be known to be wholly assured before their 
reception by the faithful.’’ 


THE KEY PHRASE is “‘before their reception by the 
faithful.’’

BALTIMORE (NC) — Protesters, including 
Auxiliary Bishop P. Francis Murphy of Baltimore, 
demonstrated against the opening of a restaurant 
connected to the Nestle Corporation on the harbor 
grounds of downtown Baltimore. 


The 40-some demonstrators, opponents of Nestle 
because of its sale of infant formula in Third World 
nations, protested the opening in early March of the 
Rusty Scupper, which is owned by the Borel Restaurant 
Corp., a Nestle subsidiary. The Archdiocese of 
Baltimore’s Justice and Peace Commission is one of a 
number of Catholic and other church organizations 
participating in a boycott of Nestle products until the 
multinational food company changes its practices in 
selling infant formula in underdeveloped nations. Critics 
charge the infant formula is improperly used and causes 
disease and deaths of Third World children. 


NESTLE HAS DENIED its practices are improper ~ 


and says that in some cases the infant formula helps save 
lives. 


Bishop Murphy and the other protesters were joined by 
pro-Nestle picketers, who turned out to be employees of 
the Rusty Scupper. 


Bishop Murphy, in a statement released at the 
demonstration, said that after a ‘‘careful investigation”’ 
that included discussions with Nestle. officials, he had 
decided that the company’s ‘‘unjust promotional 
practices...have contributed significantly to the high rate 
of morbidity and mortality’’ of Third World babies. 


“‘AS A MEMBER of the one human family and as a 
member of the Christian church, I feel a responsibility for 
the children of the world. Out of my love and concern for 
them I am happy and privileged to join those who support 
the boycott of the Rusty Scupper and all Nestle products, 
and I encourage members of the Baltimore community to 
do likewise,”’ he said. 


The bishop and members of the archdiocesan Justice 
and Peace Commission met with Nestle representatives 
more than a year ago but have not held further meetings. 


According to Dr. Thaddeus Jackson, an immunologist 
and former professor now working for Nestle as a vice 
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president and staff member of the Nestle Nutrition 
Center, ‘‘We won’t talk with the boycotters any longer 
because they are irresponsible. They distort the issues and 
use them for propaganda reasons.”’ 


JACKSON ACKNOWLEDGED that breastfeeding is 
generally better for infants than bottle feeding but said 
‘“there are no good studies that show who has a higher 
mortality.’’ He said that between 30 and 40 percent of all 
Third World babies are born so small they would be kept 
in special care nurseries were they born in the United 
States. For such infants, supplemental feeding is essential, 
he said. 

Critics claim that mothers in underdeveloped nations 
often use contaminated water to mix the formula. 


. But Jackson said that even using contaminated water 


for the formula is better than relying on breast milk alone ». 


or on natural supplements because “‘it’s better to pour 
some food into the child. It keeps the growth dynamic 
process going.”’ 

HE ASSERTED TOO that Nestle is adhering to 
World Health Organization guidelines on marketing 
infant formula and is no longer using mass advertising. 
Jackson stressed the code calls for each nation to set up its 
own standards for formula marketing and that these vary 
from country to country. In some nations the labels are 
being changed to drop pictures of ‘fat, healthy infants,’’ 
he said. But, in Thailand, ‘‘they don’t want us to take the 
baby’s picture off the label.’’ 


The Rusty Scupper district manager, David McGill, 
joined the employees picketing. Several employees said 
they were acting on their own and were not being paid but 
refused to comment further. 


McGill said he did not expect the boycott to affect the 
restaurant’s business. ‘“The link between us and Nestle is 
not a valid one,’’ he said. ‘‘We don’t set Nestle’s policy 
and they don’t set ours.’’ 
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‘‘Although it is not through reception by the people of 
God that a definition first acquires authority,’’ the 
theologians said, ‘‘the assent of the faithful is the ultimate 
indication that the church’s authoritative decision in a 
matter of faith has been truly preserved from error by the 
Holy Spirit. The Holy Spirit who maintains the church in 
the truth will bring its members to receive the definition 
as true and to assimilate it if what has been declared 
genuinely expounds the revelation.”’ 


While placing a kind of burden of proof for the 
authoritative inerrancy of a teaching on its reception by 
the faithful, might not the scholars in effect be 
transferring the infallibility of the Roman pontiff to the 
faithful, Rome may well ask? 


THE THEOLOGIANS did not resolve how the 
reception and assimilation of a teaching by the faithful 
could be determined. In fact the meaning of what classical 
theology has called the ‘‘sensus fidelium’’ or ‘‘consensus 
fidelium’’ — the shared belief of the faithful — remains a 
topic of considerable debate among theologians. 


The ARCIC theologians carefully avoided using the 
word ‘“‘infallibility’’ in trying to describe their common 
belief in the church’s preservation from error and the role 
of teaching authority in preserving the church in truth. 


They explained their avoidance of the term by saying 
that it ‘“can produce many misunderstandings’’ and that 
“the ascription to the bishop of Rome of infallibility 
under certain conditions has tended to lend exaggerated 
importance to all his statements.”’ 

IT IS STILL AN open question whether, by avoiding 
the term or adding the qualifiers that they did, the 
commission members will be able to satisfy Catholic 
demands that the full belief of the Roman Catholic 
Church be expressed concerning the nature and extent of 
papal authority. 

It is likewise an open question whether, by going as far 
as they did in recognizing an authority in matters of faith 
residing in the bishop of Rome, they will be able to quiet 
Anglican fears of Roman authoritarianism or gain 
acceptance of their affirmations within the Anglican 
Communion. 


A 20-cent commemorative stamp marking the 
800th anniversary of the birth of St. Francis of 
Assisi will be issued by the U.S. Postal Service Oct. 
7. The stamp is opposed by Americans United for 
the Separation of Church and State, which has 
charged that ‘‘Postal Service involvement with the 
Catholic Church... is the sort of thing that the 
authors of the First Amendment intended to 
prevent.”’ 
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“‘deeply immoral’’ for religious leaders to 
use their position to promulgate radical 
pacifist ideologies, Navy Secretary John 
F. Lehman Jr. said March 7. 


Citing a statement of Archbishop 
Raymond G. Hunthausen of Seattle as an 
example, Lehman said religious leaders 
are abusing their clerical power and 
promoting extremist views when they 
urge unilateral nuclear disarmament. 


ARCHBISHOP Hunthausen for several 
months has been critical of the basing of 
the Trident nuclear submarine in the 
Seattle area and has called the Trident 
“‘the Auschwitz of Puget Sound.”’ 


“Such an ignorant and repugnant 
statement,’’ said Lehman, “‘illustraies 
how far the abuse of clerical power has 
been taken by a few religious leaders.”’ 


Lehman, who also has criticized efforts 
by the U.S. bishops to change the name of 
a new atomic-powered submarine called 
the -Corpus Christi, made his latest 
remarks in a speech at a chapel in 
Philadelphia dedicated to four Navy 
chaplains who died together in World 
War II. 

“THERE IS, I believe, something 
deeply immoral in the use — or misuse — 
of sacred religious office to promulgate 
extremist religious views,’’ said Lehman,

PHILADELPHIA (NC) -— It is‘ 


himself a Catholic. 


He said a ‘‘kind of pacifist ideology has 
— most unfortunately — now captured a 
small and idealistic but vocal minority...”’ 


Lehman said he recognized ‘‘that 
pacifism is an aspect of the religious 
tradition we honor today.”’ 


BUT, HE SAID, ‘‘peace is not the 
result of unilateral disarmament. It never 
has been. And it never will be. Peace 
doesn’t just happen; it must be forged.”’ 


Lehman also criticized religious leaders 
who view possession of nuclear arms by 
the United States as a grave evil. 

MOST U.S. BISHOPS who have 
been speaking out on war and peace 
issues have endorsed bilateral rather than 
unilateral disarmament. A number of 
these have urged unilateral initiatives as a 
means toward breaking the disarmament 
deadlock. 

Last year Lehman rebuffed pleas to 
change the name of the Corpus Christi 
and said that as a Catholic he found unac- 
ceptable the implication ‘‘that naval ships 
and even military service are somehow 
profane.’ 

Religious leaders who wanted the name 
of the submarine changed said they found 


it offensive and nearly sacrilegious to call — 


an attack ship Corpus Christi — Latin for 
‘“Body of Christ.”’ 


Support for freeze growing 


WASHINGTON (NC) — More than 
140 members of Congress have endorsed 
the growing national campaign for a 
nuclear weapons freeze. But the Reagan 
administration quickly cautioned that a 
freeze at this time would be dangerous 
militarily for the United States. 


Proposed nuclear freeze resolutions in 
the House and Senate were co-sponsored 
by 122 representatives and 17 senators. 


Secretary of State Alexander M. Haig 
Jr., testifying before a Senate sub- 
committee, immediately criticized the 
freeze concept, saying it would leave the 
Soviet Union with a nuclear advantage 
that ‘‘could be devastating.”’ 


A DAY LATER the State Department 
issued a formal reply saying that, while 
the spirit that motivates the freeze effort is 
understandable, ‘‘a number of 
compelling facts argue against a freeze.’’ 


Richard R. Burt, the department’s 
director of politico-military affairs, said a 
freeze, among other things, would block 
U.S. plans to deploy new U.S. Pershing 
missiles in Western Europe. 


Deployment of the Pershing missiles is 


' a major bargaining chip in the admin- 


istration’s efforts, announced last 
November, to convince the Soviets to 
dismantle SS-20 missiles being deployed 
in Eastern Europe. 


THE CONGRESSIONAL 
resolutions, which if passed would not be 
binding on President Reagan, ask for an 
end to the stockpiling of nuclear weapons 
and urge talks on weapons cutbacks. 


They are similar to freeze proposals . 


adopted recently around the country by 
local legislative bodies. 


According to the Nuclear Weapons 
Freeze Campaign based in St. Louis, 69 
U.S. Catholic bishops have endorsed the 
freeze. 


Endorsing the Kennedy initiative in 
Congress was Auxiliary Bishop P. Francis 
Murphy of Baltimore, who said the freeze 
campaign would be successful even if it 
only resulted in increased citizen debate 
on the question of nuclear arms.

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Pope cautions Jesuits on priests’ partisan politics

’ ROME (NC) — As Jesuit leaders returned home from 
an extraordinary eight-day meeting outside Rome, their 
baggage did not include absolute answers to some of the 
delicate questions that have plagued the Society of Jesus 
for years. 


Instead, they carried a clearer sense of the Church’s 
expectations for the’ 26,622-member society, the 
likelihood of the election of a new superior general within 
18 months, and a feeling of Pope John Paul II’s ‘‘very

Is Nicaragua what he had in mind? 


WASHINGTON (NC) — A Nicaraguan Jesuit histor- 
ian said ‘‘the strong nationalism of the Nicaraguan revo- 
lution’’ keeps Marxist influence in check in that Central 
American nation. 


Father Alvaro Arguello, director of the Institute of 
History in Managua, Nicaragua, and a member of his 
country’s National Council, a non-elected legislative 
body, also.s said that the division within the Church there 
follows ‘‘the ‘degree of commitment to the revolution.’ 


‘“*THERE ARE lay people in the grassroots Christian 
communities, priests and Religious deeply involved in the 
task of national reconstruction: raising and harvesting 
crops, literacy, community projects in housing and 
artisan crafts, land reform, militias and so on. This is 
where the action is and the people of God share in it,”’ 
Father Arguello said. 


“They lend their support, but with a critical eye, for 
clergy and laity are aware of original sin and the fact that 
no human endeavor is perfect, but is always open to 
improvement. The revolution makes mistakes too.”’ 


Opponents, led by Sandinista rebels, succeeded in 
overthrowing the Anastasio Somoza dictatorship in July 
1979. The government that succeeded the Somoza regime 
has come to be dominated by Sandinistas, who included a 
number of Marxists. 


AS FOR THE bishops, who lately have been openly 
critical of the Sandinista government, Father Arguello 
said it depends on ‘“‘how they perceive the mission of the 
Church in accompanying the people in their quest for 
justice and peace, in the struggle for self-determination 
and the means to reach these goals.”’ 


The Jesuit said there is a ‘‘sharp political’ dis- 
agreement in the Church in Nicaragua, as remnants of 
the ‘‘elite’’ during the 40-year Somoza dynasty ‘‘seek to 
use religion to defend their interests’’ and to influence 
Church leadership. 

“The danger is that indiscriminate criticism by elitists 
against the revolution serves interests abroad and fosters a 
climate for invasion.”’ 


ASKED WHAT could be grounds for fears of an 
invasion, Father Arguello mentioned reports that the 
Reagan administration is encouraging Somoza followers 


‘in Miami and Honduras, using the CIA and applying 


economic pressure “‘in order to destabilize the Sandinista 
government.”’ 


He also said that recent charges of government 
atrocities against the Miskitos and other Indian groups 
living along Nicaragua’s Atlantic coast are part of the 
effort for destabilization. 


U.S. government officials say that the Sandinista-dom- 
inated government in Managua is aided by Soviet and 
Cuban advisers in expanding its army beyond defense 
needs and in extending Marxist influence in Nicaraguan 
affairs. The officials also say that Nicaragua is a spring- 
board for aid to the guerrillas in El Salvador. 

SANDINISTA. LEADERS say that Nicaragua is 


arming but that the build-up is a defensive move against

FATHER GIUSEPPE Pittau, the 53-year-old 
coadjutor to Father Paolo Dezza, the pope’s personal 
delegate to the Jesuits, said the most controversial topic 
of discussion among the 86 Jesuit provincials and other 
leaders was ‘‘the problem of how to live the priestly life 
and what to leave to the laity,’’ said Father Pittau.

threats by the United States. They also deny sending 
troops or arms to the Salvadoran guerrillas. 


‘The main thrust of the revolution is for nationalism 
with an urgency to rebuild the nation after the (Somoza) 
dynasty, the calamity of the (1972) Managua earthquake 
and the civil war,’’ said Father Arguello. ‘‘We know there 
are Marxists in our pluralist society and they push their 
ideology. We know what bappened: to Chia: Cuba,

“But in Noe we are followers of Cesar Augusto 
Sandino, the mountain fighter who opposed the 19-year 
occupation by the U.S. Marines and the ensuing estab- 
lishment of the Somoza dynasty. Sandino gave 
Nicaraguans a sense of dignity and self-determination, of 
concern for the poor, of solidarity with the poor in other 
countries. That is our ideology today and any other 
ideology, be it communism or capitalism, is not going to 
prosper among us,’’ Father Arguello said. 
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added. 


And in the even more controversial area of political 
action by priests, the unresolved question was ‘‘in what 
circumstances can a Jesuit exercise a direct political role 
when there are no lay people to do so?”’ he said. 


‘“EVEN THE POPE admits that in some circum- 
stances’’ such political action by priests may be justified, 
Father Pittau said. 


Pope John Paul, who praised the 442-year-old society’s 
past contributions to the Church, also cautioned that 
“‘there is no longer room for deviations’? from the 
Church’s ban on priests’ involvement in partisan politics 
and its demand for doctrinal fidelity. 


The role of the Jesuits today as in the past is ‘‘to aid the 
pope and the apostolic college along the great routes 
traced by the (Second Vatican) Council and to convince 
those who are unfortunately tempted by the courses of 
either progressivism or integralism to return...to 
communion...with their pastors and their brothers who 
suffer for their attitudes and their absence,’’ the pope 
said. 


‘““SOME HAVE GONE too far ahead in progressivism 
and some are too far behind’’ the changes mandated by 
the Second Vatican Council, Father Pittau said of his 
fellow Jesuits. 


Pope John Paul appointed Father Dezza and Father 
Pittau to administer the Society of Jesus last October, 
effectively removing from power the ailing Father Pedro 
Arrupe, who remains as the superior general of the 
Jesuits. 


Father Pittau said the papal appointments did not 
prompt ‘‘the clapping of hands’’ among all Jesuits but 
were accepted with obedience. 


FATHER PITTAU, former Jesuit provincial in 
Japan, is rumored to be the pope’s choice as successor to 
Father Arrupe when the Bence congregation elects a new 
superior general. 


Father Pittau has declined to discuss details about the 
meeting’s other major topics — apostolic formation, 
discipline, fidelity to the teaching authority of the Church 
and secularizing trends. 

But in commenting on the criticism by some German 
Jesuits of Pope John Paul’s extraordinary appointments 
of new Jesuit leadership, Father Pittau indicated a route 
that Jesuits throughout the world are likely to follow in the 
future. ;

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Become an active presence, 


pontiff tells bishops, priests

ASSISI, Italy (NC) — Pope John Paul 
_II told Italian priests to ‘‘get out of the 
sacristies’’ and Italian bishops to become 
“fan active presence in the various 
movements and structures of social life.’’ 


Such moves are necessary, said the 
pope March 12, to counteract the 
‘“programmed secularization’”’ of Italy’s 
lifestyle. 


LAY PEOPLE, too, the pope 
suggested, must increasingly become 
evangelists promoting Gospel values, in 
particular reconciliation and respect for 
persons. 


The pope’s pleas came during five talks 
which he gave during a one-day trip to the 
scenic city of Assisi, 100 miles north of 
Rome. 


The pontiff’s visit coincided with the 
closing of a three-day retreat in which 
Italy’s 220 Catholic bishops participated. 
The retreat was part of ceremonies 
marking the 800th anniversary of the 
birth of the city’s most famous resident 
and patron of Italy, St. Francis. 


THE POPE’S call to priests and 
bishops to be more involved in society’s 
life and structures was seen as particularly 
significant. It came just shortly after the 
pope emphasized to Jesuit leaders that 
priests must avoid activity which is 
patently political, and less than a week 
after a new Vatican document ordered 
priests not to form or join organizations 
whose aims are chiefly political. 


One Church source said that the pope’s 
words at Assisi served as a counterforce 
against a misreading of the pontiff’s 
earlier remarks. That misreading, said 
the source, would see the pope as having 
rejected all efforts by clergymen to affect 
the operations of governments and to 
change the structures of society. 


The pope offered St. Francis as an 
example of how one person’s total 
dedication to the Gospel ideal could 
contribute to a religious and moral revival 
in society. 

ADDRESSING MORE than 700 
priests and Religious in Assisi’s Cathedral 
of St. Rufino, within a few feet of the font 
in which St. Francis was baptized, the 
pope spoke of a ‘‘decline in values and 
generalized secularization’’ in the world 
today. 


“At the end of the last century,’’ said 
the pope, “‘when with the advent of the 
first industrial society, some symptoms of 
crisis were beginning to appear, it was 
said that now was the time for priests to 
“get out of the sacristies’ and to go and 
meet the people. 


“‘And today? Today all that seems to 


impose itself with an even graver 
urgency, and it finds already a significant 
‘precedent’ and an emblematic model in 
the conduct of St. Francis and _ his 
followers,’’ he added. 


THE POPE said that in the early days 
of the Franciscan community, St. Francis 
had discussed with his followers ‘‘whether 
they ought to retire in solitude and in 
seclusion to contemplate and to pray, or 
whether instead ‘to spend their life in the 
midst of the people’ to preach the Gospel 
and to save their brothers with a direct 
apostolate.’’ 


‘‘After having prayed,’’ said the pope, 
St. Francis ‘‘suddenly found the 
answer.’’ The pontiff called the 
Franciscans’ option for the active life of 
ministry ‘‘a new choice perfectly aligned 
with the fundamental. choice of following 


Christ.’ 

Speaking to the bishops, the pope 
called St. Francis a ‘‘man of the frontier’’ 
and said that the bishops too should be 
‘‘opposed to traditionalism and 
immobilism.”’ 


THE PONTIFF told the bishops that 
in working toward refashioning society 
they should follow the example of St. 
Francis’ detachment from earthly goods. 
He noted that Francis had grown up in 
the comfortable home of his father, a 
wealthy merchant, but that after his 
conversion in his early 20s Francis gave 
up a life of earthly riches and gave away 
all that he had. 


The pope seemed tired and drawn 
through most of the long day, which had 
begun in Rome before dawn. But late in 
the afternoon, after his fifth talk of the 
day, the pope waded into a crowd of 
townspeople to speak with them and 
shake their hands, and this contact 
seemed to revive his spirits. 


Mounting a speaker’s platform, the 
pope then said he felt deep happiness in 
being back in Assisi. ‘‘Here,’’ said the 
pontiff, ‘‘one breathes a unique 
atmosphere of the purest Christian faith 
and the highest human values.”’ 


The Chrism Mass is traditionally 
held on Holy Thursday morning, but 
this year it is scheduled one week 
before, at 5:30 p.m., April 1, at St. 
Mary Magdalene Church. The 
public is invited to the Mass, which 


expresses the unity of the priesthood. 


The day will begin at 1 p.m. when 
the priests of the diocese meet with 
Bishop Maher for an afternoon of 
prayer. and reflection. They will 
renew their priestly vows at the Mass. 


Latin rite not ‘pre-eminent,’ says cardinal 


LOS ANGELES (NC) — The Catholic 
Church’s Latin rite is not pre-eminent 
over its Eastern rites, Cardinal Timothy 
Manning of Los Angeles said at the 
installation of the first bishop of the 
Byzantine Ruthenian Diocese of Van 
Nuys, Calif. 

Bishop Thomas V. Dolinay, 59, former 
auxiliary bishop of the Byzantine 
Ruthenian Diocese of Passaic, N.J., and 
editor of that diocese’s newspaper, Eastern 
Catholic Life, was installed as bishop of 
Van Nuys March 9 at a Pontifical Divine 
Liturgy in St. Cyril of Jerusalem Church 
in Encino, Calif. 


SINCE THE Second Vatican Council 
there has been ‘‘the dawning of a new 
awareness in the Latin Church of the 
historical beauty and richness of the 
Eastern rite,’’ Cardinal Manning said. 


The existence of various rites within the 
Church, he said, give the Church unity in 
diversity. Unity is found in the profession 
of the same faith that has come from 
apostolic days, the celebration of the same 
sacraments and recognition of the 


authority of the pope, he said, and 
diversity is found in the liturgies of the 
different rites and in the rich tradition 
handed down within them. 


“Tt is the mind of the Church that this 
diversity be preserved,’’ Cardinal 
Manning said, ‘‘that it not be smothered 
by the Latin rite, that the Latin rite has 
no pre-eminence over the Eastern rites, 
that, without defaulting in any way their 
pristine beauty, all of them must update 
and accommodate to the needs of the 
people in this century of ours.’’ 


ALSO PRESENT at the installation 
were Archbishop Pio Laghi, apostolic 
delegate in the United States, and bishops 
and clergy of the Byzantine Dioceses of 
Passaic, Pittsburgh and Parma, Ohio.

BOTHELL, Wash. (NC) — Joining 
the Roman Catholic Church cost them 


_ some friends and confused their families, 


but for Dan and Cherry O’Neill it was 
‘ike coming home.”’ 

O’Neill, 33, was raised in the Baptist 
Church. His wife, Cherry, 27, is the 
eldest child of entertainer Pat Boone and 
sister of Debby Boone, and was part of a 
family known internationally for its firm 
Protestant beliefs. 


THE O’NEILLS were in the catechu- 
menate class at St. Brendan parish, 
Bothell, and on Easter Sunday in 1981 the 
Catholic Church formally recognized 
their baptisms and they received the 
sacraments of the Eucharist and confir- 
mation. 

Although raised in a family with strong 
morals which placed great importance on 
praying together and reading the Bible, 
‘J began to have some _ sobering 
thoughts,’’ O’Neill said. ‘“‘How did I 
know the Baptist faith was the faith the 
apostles had? In college I began to 
quéstion. There was a period of darkness 
for five years. It was a crisis of spiritual 
identity.”’ 

“Tn the summer of 1971 I began to seek 
God where He could be found,’’ said 
O’Neill. He joined a mission program 
and worked in Africa, Europe and Israel. 


HE MET CATHOLICS in Jerusalem 
and discussed with them the differences 
between Protestantism and Catholicism. 
He also learned of the complementary 
roles played by oral and _ written 
traditions. While the discoveries were 
exciting, it was difficult for one whose 
background was ‘‘politely anti-Catholic.”’ 


“By the end of 1974 I concluded that” 


the journey I was on was going to lead me 
to Rome,’’ he said. But he needed time to 
study and to prepare his friends and 


_ family. 


He-had already discussed his feelings 
with his future wife, who shared them. 
They married and ‘‘embarked on a 
process,’’ he said. 


ALTHOUGH NOT pleased with their 
daughter and son-in-law’s decision, the 
Boones continued to believe in the young 
couple, Mrs. O’Neill said. ‘“They don’t 
understand and they don’t agree, but 
they’re very supportive of us,’’ she said. 


“‘We’ve been moving in this direction 
for years,’’ his wife added. ‘‘It feels like 
coming home.”’ 


She said she feels no animosity toward 
her Protestant upbringing. ‘“‘I see the 
Protestant church as a good and bene- 
volent stepmother who pointed my way to 
my real mother, who pointed my way 
home,’’ Mrs. O’Neill said. 


THEY SAID THEY wanted to give 
their infant daughter, Brittany, who was 
baptized at St. Brendan’s in November 
1981, the best of both disciplines. That 
combination will-include a personal rela- 
tionship with Jesus, an emotional exper- 
ience the O’Neills feel Catholics often 
miss. Added to that will be the traditions 
and roots both felt were lacking in 
Protestantism. 

‘“‘Discovering’’ Roman _ Catholicism 
has been like learning the theory behind 
music after playing by ear, Mrs. O’Neill 
said. ‘‘I had a lot of truth available on an 
experiential and emotional level and it’s 
like all of a sudden being given the reason 
why everything works the way it does,”’

ALONE WITH THE ALONE, by 
Jesuit Father George A. Maloney, Ave 
Maria Press (Notre Dame, Ind., 1982) 
204 pp., $4.95.

Jesuit Father George Maloney’s most 
recent book was written, he notes, ‘‘as an 
aid to those who desire to make a retreat. 
If you are able to give a full eight days to 
being alone in prayer with God, this book 
is offered to guide you in your prayerful 
consideration...This book is also intended 
as an aid to those who cannot pull away 
from their activities but who would like to 
make a retreat extended over several 
weeks or even months.’’ 


In one sense, there is nothing terribly 
remarkable about Alone with the Alone. Its 
themes are more or less typical of a tradi- 
tional silent retreat. Father Maloney very 
competently brings to his reflections the 
perspectives of Scripture and ‘‘insights 
from the great mystics of the Christian 
East.” 


FATHER MALONEY begins his re- 
treat-between-the-covers-of-a-book in a 
solid, traditional manner — by reminding 
the reader of the human thirst for God: 
“With St. Augustine, we know in the 
depths of our being that God has made us 
for himself and our hearts are restless 
until they rest in him.’’ 


The retreatant is offered an excellent 


.and thought-provoking description of 


prayer: ‘‘Prayer is a call to break the idols 
of God we have created according to our 
own self-centered need. It is to answer 
God’s calls to conversion; to purify our 
hearts from the illusions of immortality, 
from the belief that we have an eternal 
beginning and no end and that we justify 
our Own existence in ourselves.’’ 


The book is structured so as to allow for 
three periods of reflection for each of a 
series of eight days. Thus, if the reader 
were using Father Maloney’s reflections 
outside of an actual retreat situation — 
simply taking advantage of the book over 
a period of days, say, for brief daily 
periods of prayerful reflection — then the 
book could be stretched out over 24 days. 


FATHER MALONEY has no ulterior 
motives in Alone with the Alone, no ‘‘hidden 
agenda.’’ His purpose is as old as the 
human heart in its quest for God, and as 
new as the present moment: to renew and 
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Alone with the Alone 


deepen one’s relationship with Christ. No 
gimmicks, no flashy tricks. 


Alone with the Alone is planted squarely 
in the mainstream of a_ traditional 
Catholic spirituality that is as reliable as it 
is predictable. There is nothing here to 
help one deal with specific challenges to 
Christian faith often presented by modern 
life. 


The spirituality of Alone with the Alone is 
not likely to be of much help in the 
nourishment of a kind of prayer and 
meditation that will fit comfortably into 
the life of those who are married and 
parents. It will be most valuable to those 
able to practice a spirituality for single 
people, priests and nuns. In this sense, 
Father Maloney’s book reflects a kind of 
monastic spirituality, a spirituality for 
those who have no trouble finding time 
for silence and solitude, beyond making 
the decision to make time for it. This is 
unfortunate, since it is most frequently 
lay people involved in family life who find 
it difficult to set aside whole days at a time 
for a silent retreat, and so could use a 
book structured as this one is. 


THE THEMES of Alone with the Alone 
are basic and vital: the reality of human 
limitations; the fact of one’s mortality; the 
inescapability of suffering; the need to 
trust God rather than money and 
possessions. 


Yet from time to time, Father Maloney 
drifts into a piety that not all readers will 
find palatable: ‘‘Gaze affectionately at 
your lord and master, Jesus Christ, as he 
slowly enters into the last hours of his 
earthly life.’’ This is the language that a 
romantic faith can revel in, language that 
comes close to encouraging religious 
sentimentalism. 


The individual reader is the best judge. 
There are many gems to be found in Alone 
With the Alone. Perhaps best of all, the 
guidance offered by Father Maloney 
directs the reader to listen to Christ above 
all.

Priest murdered, Brothers assaulted 


TAPACHULA, Mexico (NC) — 
Father Hipolito Cervantes Arceo, 40, was 
found dead from beatings March 9 at his 
parish rectory of Mataspec, a rural town 
in Chiapas state near the border with 
Guatemala. 


In another incident, in late February, 
20 armed men raided the residence of the 
Marist Brothers at Comitan, manhandled 
one of the monks and burglarized their 
rooms and offices. 


A STEADY FLOW of Guatemalan 
refugees fleeing from violence in their 
country has poured into Chiapas and 
other southern states in Mexico. 


A spokesman for the Tapachula 
diocesan chancery office said Father 
Cervantes “‘gave temporary shelter in his 
home’’ on several occasions to needy

Ireland: A Television History is a 13-part 
series of one-hour programs that will 
begin airing April 1 on some 60 public 
television stations. Viewers in San Diego 
will not see the program because KPBS- 
TV, Channel 15, has no immediate plans 
to carry it. 

In tracing the development of the Irish 
nation the series encompasses 8,000 years 
from the arrival of the first Gaels down to 
the present ‘‘troubles’’ in Northern 
Ireland. It centers on the island’s 800 
years under British rule, a tragic history 
of violence begetting counterviolence. 
The intent, ultimately, is to show how 
deeply rooted are the historical causes of 
the continuing agony of Ulster. 

ALTHOUGH IT IS° not being 


broadcast by PBS as part of its national - 


schedule, local PBS stations can acquire 
the series through the Interregional 
Program Service (IPS), which offers 
public broadcasters a number, of highly 
praised series, such as The Golden Age of 
Television. Whatever the reasons for PBS 
not carrying the series on Ireland, they 
are more likely related to lack of financing 
than lack of quality. 

The latest PBS fund-raising marathon 
has made viewers vividly aware of public 
broadcasting’s gloomy fiscal future. 
Needing the support of the widest public 
possible, PBS may not have been very 
eager to air a series on a subject that can’t 
avoid being controversial. Certainly, a 
series on Ireland produced by the BBC, 
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an official) agency of the British 
government, has got to raise some 
eyebrows and some questions. 


Lest there be any misunderstanding, it 
should be emphasized that the series was 
produced by BBC-TYV in association with 
Radio Telefis Eiran (RTE), the Irish 
Republic’s broadcasting agency. Robert 
Kee, the writer and host of the series, 
explained that RTE was an active 
participant in what he termed a 
“complete coproduction.”’ 


DESCRIBING THE reaction to the 
series when the BBC aired it last year, he 
said: ‘‘British viewers felt rather ashamed 
that they had not known this history. The 
break with Ireland had been so traumatic 
that for 60 years Britons simply put the 
whole island out of their minds. There 
was some surprise but also expressions of 
gratitude for the series.”’ 


The reaction in the Republic was 
described by Kee as ‘‘very good’’ and the 
mail mostly friendly. There were some, 
however, who ‘“‘criticized the series as 
being too favorable to Irish nationalism.”’ 


A major problem, ‘in fact, developed 
because of this. The Republic has a law 
forbidding members of an illegal organ- 
ization, such as the IRA, from appearing 
on television. Because the series inter- 
viewed several IRA leaders, it took an 
executive decree suspending this legis- 
lation to allow the RTE transmission. 


IN THE NORTH, however, there 


was much hostility and angry protest.

Divorce pushed for Ireland 


DUBLIN, Ireland (NC) — Ireland’s 
Catholic bishops are convinced that 
divorce does more harm than good, said 
Coadjutor Bishop Joseph Cassidy -of 
Clonfert, Ireland. 


Bishop Cassidy spoke after a meeting of 
the Irish Conference of Catholic Bishops 
at St. Patrick’s College in Maynooth, 
held as agitation intensifies to remove the 
ban on divorce from the constitution of 
the Irish Republic. 


INSTEAD OF solving present 
problems, legalizing divorce would create 
greater problems in the future, Bishop 
Cassidy said. Divorce introduces an 
element of instability into every marriage, 
he added. 


“We have to face the fact that once 
divorce is introduced, it tends to become 
easier and more common,’ Bishop 
Cassidy said. ‘‘It trivializes the notion of 
a lifelong commitment. One of the 
greatest challenges facing the Church is 
the pastoral care of marriage and the 
family.”’ é 

The bishops’ conference is preparing a 
pastoral document on Christian marriage 
and the family.

Irish Catholic~ marriage tribunals . 
granted 73 annulments in 1981, 
compared to 76 in 1980. Applications for 
annulments have decreased almost 25 
percent in the last five years. 


The decrease in applications is believed 
to be due also to a better public under- 
standing of what annulments are — 
declarations that defects existing at the 
time of the wedding prevented real mar- 
riages from taking place — and of the 
difficulty of obtaining them. 


AT THE BISHOPS’ meeting it was 
noted that more pregnant girls are 
making use of Cura, a pro-life service 
established by the bishops. Last year 
5,543 pregnant girls contacted the service 
through confidential telephone numbers. 
That number was an increase of 15 
percent over 1980. About 10 percent of 
the callers had been considering going to 
England for abortions. 


Cura has nine centers throughout the 
country which offer accommodations, 
meédical-care, adoptive services and assis- 
tance for girls who wish to keep and raise 
their babies.
